caped, dropping the pistol as he fled 
from the house. 


Bloodhounds secured a spent and 


ran from the house. This was soon

Was a Fearless Woman.

Mrs. .Rorschach, whose fearlessness 


•eras well known, was living with her 
two children, aged seven and five. Her

more 
recently pro- 


moted and transferred to the United 
States cruiser Tennessee, now -with 
Admiral Evans' 
fleet 
off Province- 


town. Mass., on target practice, was 
absent. 


The shots awakened the eldest boy, 


Frank jr.. and the mother cried to the 


boy up stairs: 
"Frank, 
somebody 


has taken my pistol and shoi me. Go 
quickly for help." 
The boy rushed 


for help, but when he returned 
with 


neighbors his mother was dead. An 
effort was made to inform Lieutenant 
Rorschxch by wireless of the tragedy. 


The Rorschach home is immediately 


in the rear of the naval hospital in 
Portsmouth and near a lumber mill, 
to which negroes frequently pass. A 
newsboy, who lives near the home, 
saw a negro shortly after the tragedy 
running rapidly by his home towards 
the small foot bridge, -whence 
the 


bloodhounds went when they caught 
the scent. 
The negro was taking off 


his coat. 


Fired Twice at Marauder. 


While Mrs. Rorschach had a lamp 


in her hand the burglar was in the 
kitchen in the dark. 
She evidently 


heard the man and fired in the direc- 
tion. Both bullets fired by the woman 
were found in the kitchen -wall. 
Her 


money and jewelry were untouched. 


The victim's youngest child. Law- 


less, slept through the excitement. 


Mrs. Rorschach was a handsome 


woman about thirty-six years old and 
one of the most accomplished musi- 
cians in Virginia. 


Lieutenant Rorschach was formerly 


of Kansas, but was appointed to the 
navy from Virginia.

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept lO.- 


Wilson and Audenried, in common 
pleas court this afternoon, 
declared 


unconstitutional the two-cent railroad 
fare law passed by the last legisla- 
ture. The case upon which the de> 
cision was made will be at once taken 
to the state supreme court. 


The two-cent fare law was enacted 


by the legislature as a result of agi- 
tation during the last political cam- 
paign, all parties pledging themselves 
in favor of such legislation. The rail- 
roads led by the Pennsylvania and 
Reading, made a strong fight against 
the enactment of the law, but both, 
branches of the legislature passed the 
bill with practically 
an unanimous 


vote. The law was to go into effect 
October 1. 
The contention, of 
the 


Pennsylvania company was that the 
law was not constitutional, and that 
the two-ceut rate was fixed without 
any investigalion on the part of the 
legislature as to whether the railroads 
could make a fair profit under the 
law which the company asserts it can- 
not do. 


Reasonableness of Rate. 


The decision of the ce.urt takes up 


310 typewritten pages. After review- 
ing its limitations in the present case 
and declaring the "Pennsylvania Rail- 
road company is not. vested with any 
immunity from the exercise of the 
power of the legislature to rogulate 
rates." the court takes up the conten- 
tion of the company that the two-cent 
rate is unre;i?onab!e and grants the 
injunction asked for. 


Continuing the court says: 
"There remains now to be disposed 


of the question whether the net i? to 
be denied enforcement, on the ground 
that by reason of the pcnnrnl nature 
of its laii;;un:;e it extends to inter- 
state commerce and thus infringes on 
I he province of the federal laws. This 
question must be answered in the ne- 
gative.

Colored Champion Was Bat- 


tering White Boy Up 
When Fight Stopped. " 


San Francisco. Sept. 10.—After out- 


boxing Jimmy Britt throughout and 
after breaking the coast man's arm 
with his elbow while blocking a ter- 
rlnc left swing. Joe Cans -was declared 
the thinner of the lightweight cham- 
pionship battle here yesterday at the 
end of the fifth round. Britt was una- 
ble to respond for the sixth. 


Even had the accideci not hap- 


pened, Cans was clearly the master. 
Bleeding and 
helpless, 
Britt 
stood 


stolidly through the fifth round, with 
his left arm limp and helpless. Had 
Cans been so disposed, he could have 
knocked him out at any time during 
this period. But, evidently 
fearing 


some trap, he contented himself by 
sending in rapid jabs at long range 
which cut his opponent's face and sent 
him staggering and helpless to his 
corner. 


Arm Broken in Fourth. 


The end really came at the close ol 


the fourth, a round in which Gans had 
started to end matters. 
His terrific 


rights to the jaw had dazed the coast 
man, who had already shown that he 
could not hope to spar with the colored 
champion, and who put his whole en- 
srgy into one wild swing for the stom- 
ach as the end of the round drew near. 


Never moving his body, Gans drop- 


ped his left elbow and blocked the 
punch, stepping in at almost the same 
time to swing his left to Britt's bleed- 
Ing face. Britt's own punch disabled 
him, 
and when he came up for the 


fifth it could be seen that all was over. 
When he walked back, almost helpless, 
he told his state to his seconds, and 
the fight was stopped while doctors 
were summoned. 


While Gans sat confidently in his 


corner, showing never a sign of the 
conflict, physicians stooped over Britt 
and moved his arm to locate the frac- 
ture, a proceeding which brought tears 
streaming-down his blood-stained face. 
There was little uproar until they an- 
nounced their finding—that the arm 
was cleanly fractured^-and then a tor- 
rent of applause for Gans broke loose. 


Gans Is Not Marked. 


Gsns left the ring without a mark, 


the blow which reached him in the 
first round landing on the muscles of 
the neck. At no stage was he in diffi- 
culties, and, even had the accident not 
occurred, he would have 
put Britt 


away in a few rounds, had the current 
of the fight remained the same.

mense throng which gathered long be- 
fore the gates were opened at the ball 
park. As the time approached for the
